It was only 40 be expected that the areat 
Rubber Boom should have hid a marked 
effect upon the emigration of labourers fron’ 
"Chiva, whence the vast fadustries of the 
Vedetated Malay: Statés, the Dutch: Posses- 
“pions and Borneo recruit by far the larges; 
' Proportion of their coolle workers. In com. 
mon with other places on the coast, Wong. 
kong has reaped preat benefit fiaancisl'y 
from the facressed activity pervading this 
branch of the passenger traffic, which in the 
computatiou of some'of our leading shipping 
den in the Colony has shown an increase of 
something Jike thirty-five per ceat, during the 
Urrenl year as compired with 1909. [n f ct, 
the total emigration figures for the first ten 
months of 1910 exceed those for the whole 
ofthe previous year, This abuormal develop. 
ment ‘of the coolie trafic may be written 
down as largely duc to the boom: in 
Malay industries, But an important factor
